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Mueller Asks 
Two Additional 
Police Officers 


Chief of Police Eugene L. Muel. 
ler’in a letter to the Upland city 
council last night requested em- 
ployment of two additional police 
officers, one when the 1945-46 fis- 
cal year starts July 1 and the 
other now to replace Joe Valadez, 
who resigned two weeks ago. 

The request was referred to 
Councilmen Richard A. Ibanez and 
Ray R. Sherwood, the police com- 
missioners, with power to act on 
the latter request if they desire. 

UPLAND IN TRANSITION 

In his recommendation Mr. 
Mueller stated “the community is 
going through a transition more 
rapidly than we realize.” 

Completion of the 200 houses in 
Parkside project and the expec- 
tation of 200 more will greatly in- 
Crease the need of police supervi- 
sion to prevent crime, he stated. 

Before long, he continued, Up- 
land will he a city of 10,000 popu- 
lation and declared that cities in 
California, Washington and Ore- 
gon on the average employ 1.76 
police officers per 1000 population. 

“We are considerably below this 
standard,” he said in the letter. 

He disclosed that one of the of- 
ficers would be employed as a 
plain clothes mian or detective and 
that an officer among existing 
personnel is being trained for the 
assignment. The other would be 
assigned to night patrol, he in- 
dicated, stating that ‘the need for 
additional patrol at night is 
obvious.” 

PREVENTION STRESSED 

Development of the unincorpor- 
ated areas surrounding Upland is 
imposing additional burdens upon 
peace officers, he said. 

Modern law enforcement, he 
wrote in the letter, like medicine, 
law and engineering, is becoming 
more and more concerned with 
prévention of disorder. 

He said he has had to devote 
much of his time in recent months 
to “investigations, taking: «time, 
from administrative duties, and 
mentioned that he himself works 
15 hours daily. 

He recommended employment 
of John M. Costello to the Up- 
land police force to replace Mr. 
Valadez. 

HAS GOOD RECORD 

Mr. Costello is approximately 30 
years of age, born in 1915 in 
Pueblo, N. M. His father was 
born in Ireland and his mother in 
Mexico. He is married and the 
father of five children. . 

From 1934 to 1939, he was em- 
ployed by the Federal Reserve 
board at Washington, D. C., as 
messenger, clerk and guard. For 
the next year he was a life insur- 
ance agent and in 1940 was em- 
ployed by the Burns detective 
agency. In 1941 he was retained 
as a police officer by the. Wash- 
ington, D. C., metropolitan police 
department and held the position 
three years. From January to 
June, 1944, he was with the War 
Relocation authority at Tule Lake 
where he organized a Japanese 
police department, and from June 
to December was camp supervisor 
rwith the. War Food administration 
at Berkeley. 

Upland packing houses through 
the Ontario-Cucamonga exchange 
reimbursed the city for Mr. Vala- 
dez’ salary, but City Manager 
Richard'G. Malney disclosed the 
citrus houses have decided to dis- 
continue the payment. 

Upland now has eight police of- 
ficers and four combination po- 
lice firemen, he said.

Or maybe it is the otehr way 
around, 

In Upland’s winter wonder- 
land, no one ever paid much at- 
tention to the groundhog. Un- 
til now, that is. 

But with freezing tempera- 
tures sending orchardists into 
their groves in the early morn- 
ing hours to light smudge pots, 
growers today are “looking for 
a sign.” 

So we asked Harry V. Cavers, 
county agricultural inspector in 
Upland, to get the groundhog 
lowdown. He did, Or, rather, 
he didn’t. 

Mr. Cavers reports a survey 
of the Upland area has reveal- 
ed there are no groundhogs 
here, The weather normally is 
much too pleasant for them. If 
there were any here, no normal, 
sensible groundhog would be 
out. in the rain looking for a 
shadow today. 

But Mr. Cavers did find 
ground squirrels and gophers 
and further discovered that the 
gophers are dining on choice 
roots in victory gardens and 
bark of orange trees. 

All that, ohwever, will be 
Stopped, because gophers are 
not issued ration books. 


Upland Vote Sets 
County Record 


A greater percentage of Up- 
landers went to the polls in the 
November election than in any 
other city in the county, accord- 
ing to figures issued following the 
“purging” of the registration list 
of the non-voters today. 

Only 9.8 per cent of the loca. 
Legistered, voters . failed taxgoxyto 
the polls, according to Walter sg 
Combs, deputy county clerk who is 
in charge of the election depart- 
ment. It so happens that Republi- 
cans and Democrats were evenly 
divided among the ‘“non-voters.” 

Total of 149 Republicans and 
149 Democrats iwere “purged” 
from the registration list. Just 
how this coincidence occurred, the 
exact number of majority party 
members failing to ballot, is a puz- 
zle to observers. 

Three hundred and twenty 
names were removed from the 
registraion list through failure 
to vote, but these persons may be 
reinstated by writing to the coun- 
ty election department that they 
wish to be listed among the elec- 
tors. 

In accordance with state law, 
persons are dropped from the reg- 
istration list if they fail to ballot 
at either the primary or general 
election. When this failure  oc- 
curs, the election department of- 
ficials remove their names from 
the “great register.” If the re-

400,000 Plant 
Will Be Built 


Immediate construction of a 
hew plant for the production of 
canned orange juice has been ap- 
proved by the board of directors of 
the California Fruit Growers Ex- 
change. The plant will require an 
investment of $400,000 and will 
be erected adjacent to the Ex- 
change Orange Products company 
plant at Ontario. 








When the new plant is finished, 
it will be devoted to the produc- 
tion of singel-strength orange 
juice. Capacity is estimated at 
2000 cars of fruit annually. Con- 
struction will start as soon as 
priorities for material can be ob- 
tained. ' 

“The construction of the juice 
plant will enable us to devote our 
present facilities to the produc- 
tion of much needed pectin, orange 
concentrate, orange oils and pro- 
duets other than straight juice,” | 
stated H. S, Bailey, general man- 
ager of the company, in announc- 
ing the new construction. “Under 
existing demand, we have often 
been hard-pressed to meet  or- 
ders.”

Grade Airport 


Manley, Gray 
To Survey Cost, 
Study Contract 


Owen E. Atwood, president of 
the chamber of commerce, last 
night asked the Upland city coun. 
cil to grade the land between 
Fifteenth and Sixteenth street 
east of Campus avenue for the 
proposed private aiport to be built 
and operated by Elmer A. Riley. 

He said the airport will be a 
community asset and a conven- 
ience to Upland civilians and re- 
turning war veterans. He said 
Mr. Riley will invest between $14,- 
000 and $15,000 and asked the city 
to furnish the labor, equipment 
and material at an estimated cost 
of $4,000 to do the grading. 

TO SURVEY COSTS 

The councilmen, after an hour's 
discussion, instructed City Man- 
ager Richard G. Manley and City 
Attorney Edward E. Gray to make 
a cost survey and to suggest con- 
tent of 2 contract with Mr. Riley. 

Mr. Atwood reported that the 
aviation committee of the cham- 
ber of commerce met. yesterday 
afternoon and agreed that’ Upland 
should contribute to the enter- 
prise. 





Other cities are spending thous. 
ands of dollars for municipal air- 
ports, and a small expenditure by 
Upland would be for the public 
interest, he said. 


Asked by Mayor Eugene G. 
Nisbet whether a sufficient num- 
ber of people would benefit from 
the airfield to justify expenditure 
of public funds, Mr. Atwood said 
the chamber committee had con- 
sidered that. Mr. Riley, he said, 
has already had about 15 requests 
from Upland residents either for 
permission to store planes or to 
learn to fly. 


Establishment of the port, he 
continued, would attract airplane 
cewners here as residents. And, in 
the future, he said, it could be 
used as a terminal to transport 
fresh oranges to eastern markets 
by plane. 

Highways for motorists, parks, 
libraries and other city services 
are provided for the people who 
want them but all do not use 
them, he stated, and the same 
would be true of the airport. 

PUBLIC BENEFITS 

Councilman Richard A, Ibanez 
commented that if the city ex- 
pends money on the airport, it 
should have some public aspect 
and the people in general should 
obtain some benefit. 

Mr. Riley, who was present at 
the meeting, said that anybody 
could land on the field without 
charge. 

Councilman James E, Goodban 


| suggested that if the city assumes 


the grading, there should be a 
contract to record Upland’s vested 
interest and made the recommen- 
dation that Mr. Manley and Mr. 
Gray investigate the costs and 
prepare a contract form. 

Mr. Riley agreed to enter into 
the contract. 

ATFRACTIVE UNIT 

He said the administration 
building, repair shop and hanger 
would be an attractive unit con- 
structed of sheet metal with lat- 
est equipment and the entrance 
On Sixteenth street would be land- 
scaped. He expalined that he 
would own and operate the airport 
and that it would not be a stock 
company or corporation. Instruc- 
tors and service men will be dis- 
charged army air force personnel 
qualified and licensed by the gov- 
ernment. 

Mr. Riley commented that he 
has discussed the location with 
Civilian Aeronautics Authority 
men and that the location is re- 
ported satisfactory. He is now
